decision ngninst the University of Maryland in 
a suit for reinstatement by a freshman dropped 
last fall for refusal to enroll in military train- 
ing. Bnnis H, Coate, of Bel Air, Ud^ the stu- 
dent, .}uk1 ftd|Ml eumption ftom drlU od the 
ground ttt>^ «M oansetoittoiitly and reUgt- 
ottdy opposed to su^ instniettoi. As a mem- 
ber of the M-Mhodist Episcopal Church he cited 
the opposition of that church to military train- 
ing and their official petiUon to the Federal 
Oovemment and to ^lajatlinniil imtlt«ttwi to 
excuse their pm^eHm^^it^ llwr jdaaid ooMeten- 
tious (dtjeetioit to ntOttw^ traintnc or military 
service. 

OrtKlnally the college authorities intimated 
that Coale might be exsmpted from drill |uid 
allowed to toke some o^wr, OoiirBS,. but aum- 
marily droiq>ed him and Wivne,!*. Lees, a 
sotrfiomore objector, the sec<md week of col- 
lege. On December 10, 1932, the Board of Re- 
gents refused the petitions of the boys, which 
were supported by a large num^r of orgunlKa- 
ttcns and promln^ dflaens. The students 
appealed to tbe ^ow^ «^ the ground that the 
imlverslty was dAsylng tfielr. tellgiopB flwdom. 
Reuben oppenheimer and Johp fiCeni:^ Bkeen, 
dL^tinguIshed Baltimore attomsgVt pMaA their 
case on constitutional grounds. 

At the four day hearing before fti^jpiman> 
the university tried unsiiocesatujly ta.iawve^tbat 
the training was not mllUary but '^UaKubtp" 
and that the students were guilty of "Insubor- 
dination" In refusing *to go R O. T. C, when 
told to do so. The attorneys lor CoaJe main- 
tained that the government of the United Slates 
to mr time emnpto Individuals, upon the basis 
of their pemon^ atUtutMf pnd njM.ppoa mem- 
benhip In some known paeiflst sect, , Jut^ge TTl- 
man'.s decision declared that by refusing ad- 
mission to the .state university because of relig- 
ious pacifism, an Illegal religious teat was de- 
velopefl, denying , the .gnarantaw dC religious 
freedom In both tbe atata MiA die Stdetal eon- 
stitutlona, 

This is the ^cst deelslatf of Its kind In Ameri- 
can history, this sets a precedent and cffers a 
serious threat to the "iron-clad" practices of 
land grant colleges and state unlyeraltlef. Stu- 
dent pacifists now have a dear cut pnoed^ 
to refer to, and their legal ppstllmi la,,gt^tiy 
strengthened. Tn spite of the unequivocal attl> 
tude ff ttie decisltm, ffaryland uatventty has

The speaker went on to slati 
that India could be the richest ag- 
ricultural country in the world 
with Itfi rich soil and twelve -month 
growing Ticason. but for the atti- 
tude ot the people. The most plea- 
sant time of the year is from Nov- 
ember to March, end at that time 
the climate is as enjoyable as an] 
place on earth. 

Ihere is a three-month rainy 
season, during which approsbnat^

fan. Doctor Slgginbottcn nld he 
had iH O Mur s d tour and one-half 
inches of inttw after a 40-minute 
downpour, and M in^wa alter a 
24-bour rain.
